THE FORCE BILL. 


THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS ARE 
DELIBERATING 


FOR SOME PLAN FOR ITS PASSAGE. 


How Opinion Is Divided Among the Sen- 
ators—-The Chickamauga Park-—The 
Work of the Past Session. 


WaAsHINGTON, October 2.—(Special.]—Dur- 
ing the vacation the senate republican leaders 
will formulate some plan by which the force 
Dill shall be passed next session. 

Many of them already have suggestions. All 
6f these will be considered in caucus just after 
congress meets, and a definite plan will be 
adopted. 

The rabid element is determined to pass 
the bill, while the conservatives are not com- 
mitting themselves either way. Ifthe dem- 
ocrats carry the election this fall,and elect a 
majority of congressmen, the bill can, perhaps, 
be killed by stubborn democratic filibustering 
in both houses. On the other hand, if the re- 
_ publicans carry the house, it is quite certain 
the force bill will at once be a law. 

THE INCREASE OF MACON. 

The population of the city of Macon was 
gotten out this morning by the census office. 
Its per cent of increase is slightly larger than 
Atlanta, or any other of the large cities in 
Georgia. It shows up with a population of 
22,608, an increase of 9,948 over 1880, when its 
population was 12,749. The per cent of in- 
crease is 78.04: 

THE AMERICUS POSTOFFICE. 

Postmaster General Wanamaker said this 
morning that no one had yet’ been recom- 
mended by the proper person for the Americus 
postofiice, and that, consequently, the depart- 
ment would not make an appointment for 
some time. 

MR. BLAINE WILL COME. 

Mayor Glenn and John Temple Graves 
passed through today, returning to Atlanta 
from New York. Mr. Glenn is quite confident 
that Mr. Blaine will visit the exposition. 

“Tell the people of Atlanta,” he said, ‘‘for 
me that Mr. Blaine will be there, and that it 
will be the biggest day Atlanta has had since 
Mr.'Cleveland visited us four years go. Mr. 
Blaine seems almost as anxious to visit At- 
lanta as we are to have him.” 

MR. GRIMES’S BILLS. 

Mr. Grimes’s bill for the construction of a 
$100,000 public. building at Columbus goes 
_ over until next session. The bill has, how- 
ever, passed both houses of congress, and is 
now, and has been fora month or more, in 
conference, on account of some minor amend- 
ment put on by the senate. It would have 
gone to the president some time ago, but Mr. 
Grimes had it withheld, fearing a veto if it 
went to the white house before the passage of 
his bill providing for a federal court at Colum- 
bus. This latter bill has passed the house, and 
is now before the senate, With good chances of 
passing among the first things next session. 
As soon as it passes, Mr. Grimes will have both 
billssent to the president at the same time, when 
Mr. Harrison will be quite certain to sign both. 
He could not well afford to veto the court bill, 
and with a court a public building would be 
necessary. Consequently Columbus is quite 
éertain to get both at the next session. 

THE CHICKAMAUGA PARK COMMISSION. 

The members of the Chickamauga park com 
mission will meet in Chattanooga on Monday, 
and go from there to the park to arrange for-a 
survey of the ground, and make other prelimi- 
nary arrangements to begin work, The land— 
about 8,000 acres—will be condemned and pur- 
chased outright by the government, although 
the'present occupants will be allowed to re- 
main undisturbed. While they will get pay 
in full for their lands, the government desires 
that they shall remain just where they are, and 
continue to plant their lands just as they have 
always done. Indeed they are decidedly in 
juck, for they will not only get paid for 
what they own, but will still practically own 
it and will further have the _ best 
roads that can be builtaround their farms, and 
leading to the principal towns in the vicinity. 

The secretary of war and the general of the 
army will god down tothe park about November 
10th. They will spend a day at McPherson 
darracks, in Atlanta, on their return.

Kennedy will food Ohio and the west with 
these pamphlets, but the republican committee, 
it is neediess to say, will not recognize them. 

THE CAPITOL DESERTED. 

‘The capitol was absolutely deserted today. 
The members and senators. have been leaving 
as fastas the trains could carry them, and 
hardly a dozen remain tonight. All the Geor- 
gians, except Senator Colquitt and Messrs. 
Carlton, Grimes, Clements and Candler have 
gone home. Senator Colquitt, Mr. Clements 
and Mr. Candler will leave Sunday or Monday. 
Mr. Carlton and Mr. Grimes will remain here 
and in New York a week or two. 


The Majority’s Views. 

WASHINGTON, October 2.—Judge Sawyer, of 
New York, on behalf of the majority of the 
committee that has been investigating the ad- 
ministration of affairs in the pension office, 
gaid tonight that he was surprised that the 
minority had given out the report, because it 
was well understood by the committee that the 
evidence was not allin and the investigation 


was not closed. 

Taking up the allegations in the minority 
report, one by one, Judge Sawyer said there 
was not one of the statements that he believed 
was borne out by the evidence, incomplete as

Omissions in the Tariff Bill. 


Wasuincron, October 2.—It appears that 
an important omission was made in the tariff 
bill as enrolled and signed.. Section 30 of. the 
internal revenue scheduies, which was origi- 
nally stricken out by the senate, and subse- 
quently restored by the conference, was com- 
pletely omitted in enrollment. This section 

rovided for an allowance drawback on smok- 
fae and manufactured tobaceo, and snuff held 
in unbroken packages in the hands of manu- 
facturers at date when ro/juctions go into 
effect. As this date is January Ist next, how- 
ever, there will stil] be ample opportunity for 
congress at its next sessien to correct the error 
by supplemental legislation.

| PERSUASION PROVED UNAVAILING. 


A;Party of Young Women on Théir |Way to 
_ Join the Mormons. 

New York, October 2.—The authorities at 
the barge office this morning used an immense 
amount of moral persuasion on thirty-two 
young Mormons that arrived yesterday on the 
steamer Wyoming, toinduce them to forego 
their intention of becoming proselytes to the 
Mormon faith. The girls wereseparated from 
the other passengersas they landed and placed 
in a room by themselves.’ Three female mis- 
sionaries from the Emigrants Girls’ Home 
went among them and tried to con- 
vince them of thoir folly of 
the course they proposed to follow. 
It was a vety hard undertaking. One of 
the girls, Karen Sylvesterson by name, who 
acted as spokeswoman for the party, frankly 
acknowledged that they were all willing to be 
one of seven or eight wives, and were fully 
aware of the principles of Mormomism. The 
girls are all young, and some of them are 
reinarkably pretty. The attempt of the mis- 
sionaries to influence them proved an utter 
failure, and, asall that the barge office author- 
ties can dois to use persuasion, the entire 
yarty will proceed on their journey tomorrow

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THE COTTON. MOVEMENT. 


A Comparative Statement of Receipts and 
Exports. 


New ORLEANS, October 2.—The September 
crop statement issué@ today by Secretary 
Hester, of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, 
shows the largest movement in cotton for the 
first month of the season since the war, if not 
in the history of the cotton trade. The amount 
brought into sight for the month was 851,624 
bales, against 668,988 bales in September, 1889, 
and 433,978 bales in September, 1888. The 
early crop of' 1887-88 brought into sight in 
September thet year 824,000 bales, the nearest 
to this season’s movement on record. The 
statement shows the receipts at ports for the 
month 722,779 bales, against 574,151 last year. 

Net shipments by rail overland, 28,906, 
against 15,558; southern mili takings, exclu- 
sive of the amount consumed at ports, 43,504, 
against 43,056; interior town stocks in excess 
of amounts held September Ist, 56,435; 
against 36,223. American mills have taken 
during the month, 180,071 bales, 
against 155,885 “last year, of which 
by northern spinners and Canada 
overland, 154,497, against 110,311; foreign 
exports for September 354,143, showing an ex- 
cess over the same period last year of 53,508, 
and over the year before last 151,732. Stocks 
ut the seaboard and twenty-nine leading 
southern interior markets, at the close of Sep- 
tember were 585,253 against 279,726 last year, 
and 316,183 year before last, including stocks 
left over at ports and interior towns, anda 
number of bales of new crop brought into sight 
during September, the supply up to October 
Ist is 923,667, against 732,411 last year aud 629,- 
761 the year before. 
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THE MERCHANTS REPULSED. 


The London Merchants Must Expose All 
Their Trade Secrets to the World. 
WASHINGTON, October 2.—The customs ad- 


ministrative act requires that manufacturers 
consigning goods for sale in the United States 


shall make a declaration showing the actual 


roduction, the cost of materials in de- 
‘tail and every exponse making up the invoice 
price. The London Chamber of Commerce 
recently represented to the United States con- 
sul general at London that this was unfair in- 
formation toask, and requested*that the fol- 
lowing declaration be permanently autlior- 
ized: ‘That for trade reasons we decline to 
give any consignee the particulars asked for in 
the declaration form, of manufactured goods, 
but are willing to give the same to the United 
States consul general for his persona] satisfac- 
tion.”” Assistant Secretary Batcheller has in- 
formed the department of state that this re- 
quest can’t be granted, and that consistently 
with the provisions of the law, no other form 
of declaratiop than that specified can be ac- 
cepted.

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THE DEMAND FOR NEGRO LABOR. 


North Carolina Looking for Another Large 
Exodus. 

Raueten, N. C., October 2.—[Special.]/— 
Parties who have just returned from Louisi- 
ana, Alabama, Arkansas and Mississippi, 
learned from cotton planters in these states 
that the demand for negro laborers from 
North Carolina will this year be much greater 
than last. The farmers must have the labor, 
and that the agents will go after itin Novem- 
ber. Last: year the agents got to work too 
late, and the result was that many negroes 
could not be secured as they had made con- 
tracts for the new year. Notonly will many 
labor agents and representatives of railways 
be at work, but planters will come here them- 
selves in search of what they want. It is 
quite often the case that farmers here will 
permit other farmers to take away the negroes 
when they would net allow the labor agetits 
to do so. 


NO KNIGHTS WANTED. 


Vice President Webb, of the New York 
Central, Issues Another Order. 


New York, October 2.—Walter Webb, 
third vice president of the New York Central 
road, today issued the following circular to the 
superintendents of the road: 

he recent strike and acts of lawlessness com- 
mitted in connection therewith, the published 
correspondence between the leaders of the organ- 
ization that ordered it, and the fact that many 
men now seeking re-employment state that they 
quit work from fear of personal vioience, and did 
not dare to résume work for the same reason, 
compel the management of this company to an- 
nounce that it objects to its employes being mem- 
bers of the organization known as “Knights of 
Labor.” Thegnanagement is satisfied that the 
membership ™ this particular organization is in- 
consistent with faithful and efficient service to 
the company, and is likely at any time to prevent 
it from properly discharging its duties to the pub- 
lic. You willat once take such action as will 
bring this circular tothe aitention of the employes 
in your respective departments.

Everybody seoms dissatisfied with the 
present condition of affairs in regard to the 
senatorial race, and I believe if some good 
strong man, like Hon. Charles F. Crisp,

elected without the slightest trouble. 
CRISP’S RECORD. 

“Tt seems the alliance is determined that 
General Gordon shall not be elected, and it is 
no secret that many of Gordon’s old friends, 
who have stood by him heretofore, are not 
with him in this race. Crisp is a 
man that the alliance could. support 
without violating a single one of their prin- 
ciples. He is with the farmers, has always 
worked, bh in and out of congress, for their 
interests, and is the only Georgia congressman 
that the alliance did not oppose. Again, Crisp 
is today the biggest man in Georgia, and a 
man who has made a reputation in congress 
second to none. Indeed, he now stands head

cotton. for his agent. In this week’s 
issue of The Alliance Herald, which appeared 
on the streets today, is published an im- 
portant notices addressed to the ‘‘alliance ware- 
housomen,’’ toeach and every county alliance, 
to each and ever suballiance, and to each and 
every individual allianceman throughout the 
length and breadth of Alabama, signed by 
John B. Harris who has recently been made 
manager of the cotton department of the ex- 
change. Mr. Harris states that he is datly 
receiving more letters than he can answer 
from farmers desiring advances on cotton, and 
adds: 

“T wish to say to all atthe same time that 
when you have cotton to sell, get it in lots of 
100 to 1,000 bales, and while you 
are bulking it, place it where 
there is a railroad station agent, and tell this 
station agent to write to his general freight 
agent and give youthe through freight rate 
on the cotton from that particular station to 
Liverpool, and when you have this rate, then 
I can tell you how much I can pay you on 
middling basis. - I will pay for cotton through 
the nearest bank.’’ 

Everybody here, outside of the alliance, is 
wondering where the money comes from.

| ‘TIED TO HIS CHAIR 


WHILE THE ROBBERS STOLE THE 
EXPRESS PACKAGES. 


ROUGH TREATMENT OF A MESSENGER 


A Train Robbery on an Ohio Railroad—Two 
Masked Men Have Things Their Own 
Way—Other Criminal News. 


’ Tortepo, O., October 2.—A Blade special 
from Carey, O., gives an account of a bold 
train robbery this morning on the Cincinnati, 
Sandusky and Cleveland railroad between 
that place and Urbana. Immediately after. 
the train left Urbana two masked men, with 
cocked rovolvers, entered the express car and 
compelled the Adams express messenger, A. 
L. Seudder, to throw up his hands. They 
then tied him securely and robbed the safe of 
packages containing several thousand dollars 
and other valuables. While they were at 
work a brakeman attempted to enter the car, 
and was shot at by one of the robbers. He 
gave an alarm, and the train was slowed up to 
give an opportunity to capture the robbers, 
but they jumped from the train just as it was 
entering West Liberty and disappeared in the 
darkness, it then being just about 5 o’clock. 
TIED TO HIS CHAIR. 

Messenger Scudder was bound in his chair 
with a wash line that the robbers brought with 
them. One of them, whom the other called 
““Jack,’’ tried to kill Sendder before leaving 
the car. Placing his revolver at his head he 
pulled the trigger, but the cartridge failed to 
explode. The other robber*then prevented 
him from trying again. When the train pulled 
out of West Liberty the two scoundrels again 
got aboard, holdingthe entire crew at bay. 
Scudder, who had been relased, opened fire on 
them with a pistol from his car door, but was 
compelled to retreat. The robbers kept on 
board until Bellefontaine was reached, when 
they again jumped off and disappeared. 

, ; PURSUING THE ROBBELS. 

Officers at Bellefontaine are searching for 
them. Scudder is about fifty years old, lives 
in’Cincinnati, and has been on this run since 
the Adams company took charge of the ex- 
press business on it, about three years ago. He 
was previously in the same company’s employ 
on Ohio river lines. He had just received his 
month’s salary, and that was among the booty. 


GAMBLERS WHITE-CAPPED. 


Texan Farmers Take Summary Measures 
with Three Young Men. 

CoLtumsBvus, Tex,, October 2.—[{Special.]— 
News was received here yesterday evening of a 
high-handed and diabolical killing at Eagle 
Lake bottom, on the Vineyard place, nine 
miles below the town of Eagle Lake. C. E. 
Armstrong, R. E. Mills and Bob Wyatt, all of 
Kyle, Tex., came to Eagle Lake for the pur- 
pose of picking cotton. They began work for 
Frazer Brothers. After working for them a 
while, they began gambling with the negroes 
on the place, and after being requested “by 
Frazer Brothers to quit gambling with their 
hands, left them in their debt, and engaged to 
work for another man, where they still carried 
on their gambling. 

On Monday night ten masked men 
went to the house where. the 
young men were stopping, and called them up, 
made them lightalamp, taiked about five 
minutes, and marched the three young men 
outin front of them, whereupon Bob Wyatt’ 
attempted to run, when the crowd fired upon 
him, riddling him with bullets and then 
murder was rampant and dead men tell no 
tales. HK, E. Mills was shot through the body, 
but escaped by running through the woods 
down the bank of the river, and was found 
next morning about four miles froin the place 
vf the homicide. C. KE. Armstrong was shot 
twice, once throvgh the arm andin the neck. 
The parties left. him for dead, but before 
doing so they caught him by the leg and arm 
to make certain, but he played ‘possum 
on them, thereby saving his life. 
Both Armstrong and Mills claim 
to have recognized the parties or party who 
did the shooting, and they preferred charges 
against Underwood Frazer, Foard Frazer, H. 
H. Moore and Vineyard. The two Frazers 
and Vineyard waived an examination, and 
were rejeased on a $2,000 bond. H. H. Moore 
isin jail, charged with murder. The district 
court being in session, the judge reconvened 
the grand jury for the purpose of looking into 
this matter. The — charged with com- 
mitting these deeds are the best citizens of 
this county. They are the representative men 
of that community. 


THE PICKPOCKETS’ SCHEME. 


A Lumber Dealer Keturning from a Fair 
Robbed of 810,000. 

Pittssure, Pa., October 2.—Today while J. 
K. Gardner, an ‘extensive: lumber doaler of 
Ridgeway, Pa., was returning from the East 
Liverpoes, O., fair, he was relieved of $10,000 
on the train. Hehad been talkingsomewhat 
loudly at the Ohio races and was no doubt fol- 
lowed to the train by a gang. His destination 
was Allegheny City, and when Washington 
street was reached, some smoothly-dressed 
brakeman called out ‘‘Allegheny.” Gardner 
jumped to his feet, and started for the 
door, but was immediately jammed 
into a corner by several men, whoalso wanted 
to get off at ANegheny City. He apologized 
to one of them, after a quarrel, durngewhich 
Gardner said the other fellow’s hands were in 
his pocket. After the city proper was reached, 
Gardner found he had apologized too soon., 
His pocketbook, containing $10,000, the pro- 
ceeds of a recent lumber sale, was gone. This 
is the fourth affair of the kind that has oc- 
curred here recently. 


THUGS AND CUTTHROATS. 


Oakesdale Infested with 
Them, 


SrokANE FAtyus, Wash., October 2.—The 
town of Oakesdale, forty miles from here, has 
of late been infested with thugs and cut- 
throats, whom the authorities were totally un- 
able to hold in check. Many burglaries have 
been committed. The thugs have threatened 
to burn the town and the good citizens haye 
been organizing for its defense.

THE IRON AND STEEL MEN. 


Second Day’s Convention of 
Metal People. 

New York, October 2.—The second day’s 
convention .of the Iron and Steel institute 
opened in Chickering hal] this morning with 
a somewhat larger attendance of members, 
but with fewer ladies than yesterday. 

The delegates had been invited to visit the 
Consolidated Gas Company’s works, but the 
morning was threatening, and, as the English- 
men feared bad results “from the eccentric 
pe climate,”’ only a seore or so left tne 

otel. 

Sir James Kitson again presided, although 
Sir Frederick Abel was elected president of 
the institute at yesterday’s meeting. He said 
that the paper of James Gayley, of Bessemer, 
Pa., on ‘*The Development of the American 
Blast Furnace,”’ read at. yesterday’s meeting, 
created a great deal of interest, and a further 
opportunity would be afforded for discussion. 

Villiam Whiteley, of Stockton, England, 
said the English visitors’ would inspect the 
principal blast furnaces in America with much 
interest. Speaking of the English furnaces, 
he said if they were kept more open, in order 
to free them of a great.quantity of their sul- 
phur, they would ge® more limestone out of 
them. The silicia in English ore, he said, was 
rae 6f to7 per cent, and this he thought very

William Kemp, of Pittsburg, said Lake Su- 
perior ore represented one-half of the total ore 
product in this country, but was by no means 
the controlling factor. 

J. B. Weeks, of Pittsburg, Pa., said that the 
Ivanhoe furnaces, which are comparatively 
small, yieided about as good results as those 
described in Gayley’s paper, although the per- 
centage of motallic ore was very small. 

Edward Martin, manager of the Dowes fur- 
naces in Wales, said the coke used there was 
not bright or lustrous, but nevertheless it was 
as hard as any other coke he ever saw burnt. 
He did not think the best coke always looxed 
brightest. Gayley received the thanks of the 
meeting. 

Sir James Nutson then made the presenta- 
tion of- a Bessemer gold medal to ex-Mayor 
Abram F. Hewitt, 
ceive it yesterday. 

Sir James said Hewitt’s fame asa metallurgist 
and advocator of scientific oducation had 
long been Known ip England, and it was only 
a debt of gratitude with the Iron and Steel in- 
stitute of Great Britain, when they presented 
Hewitt with the medal. Hewitt was the first 
man to build an open hearth furnace in 
the United States; in fact, his record 
was a record of ‘“‘firsts’’ throughout. 

Mr. Hewitt, who looked unwell, asked leave 
to read what he had'to say. He was sensible 
of the great honor conferred upon him, he 
said, but was not able to accept the distinction 
without feelings of compunction, because his 
own connection with the business had been 
ratherin the direction of administration and 
the study of economic conditions, than with 
the technical details. He could make no pre- 
tension to scientific or practical knowledge of 
the business which had heretofore been the 
case with men decorated with the medal. 
Nevertheless, he was somewhat reconciled to 
the decision of the institute by the informa- 
tion that this particular medal is conferred out 
of the ordinary ceurse, and has been provided 
by Sir Henry Bessemer, in view of your visit 
to this country, in order to enabie you to make 
recognition of the wonderful eb ag of 
the steel industry, which has taken piace dur- 
ing the last decade in the United States. 

Professor H. M. Howe, of Boston, read a 
paper on the manufacture of Bessemer steel in 
the United States. 

The afternoon session was devoted to un- 
veiling the statue to Lyman Holly, erected by 
the American Institute of Mining Engineers. 
It is surmounted by a colossal bronze bust, by 
James Dredge, editor of the London 
Engineering, delivered the addressin Chicker- 
ing hall. He said Holly was considered the one 
representative in America of Bessemer steel. 
The gates of every steel wrk in Europe were 
open to him, and no manufact- 
urer held a secret from him, 

The members of three societies, the British 
Iron and Steel Institute, the American Insti- 
tute of Electric Engineers and the Verein 
Deutscher Wisenhuettenleute, headed by a 
band, marched to Washington .square, where 
Alexander Holly Olmstead, the twelve-year- 
old grandchild of the inventor, pulled the cord 
and the statue was unveiled: The inscription 
recites: 

‘In honor of Alexander Lyman Holly. 
Foremost arrong those whose genius and en- 
ergy established in America, and improved 
throughout the world, the nianufacture of 
bessemer steel.” Tliis memorial is erected by 
the engineers of two hemispheres.”’ 


AN UNFORTUNATE PLACE, 


Coion, Aspinwall, Visited by Another Ter- 
rible Conflagration. 

PANAMA, September 25.—This isthmus has 
been visited by another destructive fire.

Under the Namo of Henderson, He Travels 
Over Alabama, but, on Dying, Claims 
to Be the Guerrilla, Quantrell.

BinMInGHAM, Ala., October 2.--[Special.J~ 
Ata little farmhouse, three miles north of this 
city, a man died yesterday afternoon. the re- 
sult of a protracted spree. The dead man was 
Known here as T. J. Henderson, but a chain of 
circumstances rapidly develcping, and the 
man’s dying confession, goto prove that he 
was Charies William Quantrell, the famous 
Missouri bushwhacker and outlaw. 

THE WOMAN HAD HIS SECRET. 

He died at the home of Mrs. Pannell, an old 
lady who was his only friend. She had known 
him many years, and says he often told her he 
was a fugitive from justice, with a price on 
his head, but she kept his secret, and when he 
was told he was dying, he asked to be left 
alone with his only friend. Then he told her 
he was none other than Quantrel!l, and she 
says he gave her instructions how to establish 
his identity beyond doubt. ‘ 

HOW LONG SHE HAS KNOWN HIM. 

What these instructions are she refuses to 
say, but declares that she is going to look inte 
the matter herself and see if the story is true. 
Mrs. Pannell says shehas known the dead 
man since the war, and all the time he wasin 
constant dread of his identity being discovered. 
The circumstances tending to corroborate the 
man’s dying confession are tco long to be given 
in detail, but they are strong enough to con 
vince almost any one that if the man was not 
Quantrell himself, he was at least a member 
of the great outlaw’s band. 

WHAT HIS ASSOCIATES SAY. 

Ralph Clark, who was a member of Quan- 
trell’s band, was convicted of murder in this 
city several years ago,-and* is now serving a 
life sentence in the mines near heres He says 
the story that Quantrell was mortally wounded 
in a fight with federal soldiers in Kentucky is 
not true; that he was alive long after the war. 

Dr. W. C. McCoy, a Methodist minister in 
this city, is said to have known Quantrell. 
when a boy, and it is well known that the 
man Henderson, on several occasions, avoided 
meeting McCoy face to face. 

HIS PREVIOUS LIFE. 

While Henderson drank a great deal and 
did no work, he always had plency of money, 
and owned a fine horse. He killed a man in 
this state once, was convicted of manslaughter 
and sent to prison, but was soon pardoned. 


THE MASSACRE AT VITUA. 


Further Particulars of the Killing of the 
Germana, 


ZANZIBAR, October 2.—Particulars of the 
recent massacre of Germans by the natives of 
Vitua have been received. Four men were 
killed outside of the gate of Vitua, and three 
others after a pursuit of several miles.

Sheis now paying 
as much for cotton as any town in this section 
of country, and itis due to the evident desire 
of the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad to foster and encourage all the towns 
along itsline. While we have no competing 
railway, yet we haye the same rate to Savan- 
nah as other towns who have a competing line. 
The result is real estate is advancing, the 
farmers are jubilant over being able to market 
their cotton at home, the merchants are happy 
over good collections and increased sales, and 
the certainty of soon having a block of brick 
stores and a fine hotel. Every storehouse is 
occupied, making about thirty firms doing 
business here, andall are prospering. We are 
receiving about 100 bales of cotton a day, and 
the only drawback is the absence of money 
facilities. We need a bank, andneed it now. 
We have a charter for one, and Iam glad to 
say there isa movement on foot to establish 
one at. once.

To say it has been red hot is to put it 
mildly. The purely local issues have been 
submerged by the issue on the sale of the 
Okefenokee swamp, under the bill passed 
by the last legislature. Captain Hall was 
strongly in favor of the bill, and his ene- 


mies in the county have been assaulting © 


him furiously on the subject. His friends 
think that an unfair fight has been made 
upon Captain Hall. 

While the counties around the swamp 


are quietly waiting for the drainage to 


commence, ‘they will be surpised to learn 
that a cyclone has been started in Dahlon- 
ega on the Oxefenokee swamp bill that 
bids fair to create a breeze all over Geor- 
gia. 

From what appears in print, and what 
is rumbling around below the surface there 
is going to be much printed and said on 
the subject in Georgia before Christmas. 

It is probable that the fight will be trans- 
ferred from Lumpkin county to the legisla- 
ture, and the whole matter investigated. 

Colonel H. P. Farrow prints in The 
Dahlonega Signal the following Iétter that 
explains a part of the situation. It is as 


follows: 

Captain Hall has never yet said what his inter- 
estin the Okefenokee swamp is nor has he said 
what his interest cost him. He wrote a great deal 
in his four-column answer to my letters about the 
past history of the swamp, but Carefully avoided 
telling us what interest he has in it or how he got 
it. I have written to 7 Harry Jackson, of 
Atlanta, andto General P. M. B. Young, of Car- 
tersviils, enquiring of them who are their asso- 
ciates inthe present ownership of the property, 
and neither of them seem to know—but they are 
both careful to say they had nothing to do with 
securing the passage of the bill. It seems from 
their letters that Captain Hall’s 
is covered under Phillips’s name. 
Phillips brought Linderman here to 
gobble up the swamp and he used Hall in 
securing the passage of the bill, but Jackson and 
Young came intothe matter at a later stage and 
don’t give much information about Hall’s conduet 
asa representative. Captain Hall and Captain 
Jackson both now seem to be at war with Phillips 
and Linderman, but Jackson does not hesitate to 
intimate that Captain Hall ought never to have 
allowed his name put into the bill as one of the 
incorporators and owners of the swawp. 

Linderman told me in the presence of Captain 
Ingersoll that he and Phillips gave Captain Hall 
$50,000 worth of stock for his vote and services 
in passing the bill,and gave another man the 
same amount for his influence, covering it up 
under Hall’s rame.

THE CIVIL SERVICE LEAGUE. 


A Meeting of Men Who Are Afflicted 
with an Idea. 


Boston, Mass., October 2.—At a meeting 
of the National Civil Service Reform 
League today George William Curtis was 
elected president for the ensuing year. 

The treasurer’s report showed a balance of 
$2,000 in the treasury. A paper, by E. M. 
Shepard, of Brooklyn, on the examination in 
the character essential to complete competition, 
was read. Charles J. Bonaparte, of Balti- 
more, président of the Maryland League, 
read a paper on the ‘“‘Relation of Civil Service 
Reform and Other Reforms.’”’ He declared the 
civil service reform to be necessary before the 
other .reforms could begin. He said to ex- 
pect to get a solution of the tariff, currency 
and pension problems from such men as make 
up the bulk of either house or congress, or to 
deal wisely with the labor and liquor ques- 
tions, through such men as make up our 
legislatures and city councils, is as irrational 
as to eters & 6 rom thistles. A veritable 
Serbonian bog of intrigue and bribery: will be 
created, if those who grapple with these 
questions have any bat the highest standard 
of honor. 

The standard of those politicians has been 
defined by one of theirown number. A. sen- 
ator has declared a purification of politics 
aniridescent dteam and thatthe golden rule 
has no place in a political campaign. The 
same doctrine is echoed by every unfaithful 
trustee, dishonest trader, habitual swindler 
and thief. The profession of politics as is un- 
derstood by the spoilsmen is essentially im- 
moral, and a profession like that of a gambler 
or confidence man. The politician may as 
well, so far as his self-respect or public utility 
are affected, be owned by a rich man, rich 
corporation, Farmers’ Alliance, Knights of 
Labor or Grand Army Republic. He is a 
raga the same goods, whatever be his trade- 
MAaArK. “ 

To rid our country of these dangerous and 
noxious counterfeits of statesmen and make 
room fcr a genuine article which we produced 
in good measure 100 years ago, we have only to 
do away with the incidents of public life 
which have arisen and made it no fit career 
for honorable men. When we have practically 
applied principles of civil service reform 
through our federal, state and municipal gov- 
ernmments we may hope for other reforms so 
much desired.

Scores of new residences are being planned 
for commencement next spring, and almost 
every day sees the completion of some hand- 
some and costly edifice. 

Besides their home work, the Atlanta de- 
signers and contractors are being sought in 
other cities,such isthe reputation as a center 
of elegant homes Atlanta has abroad. 

One Atlanta architect has in hand work 
that wlll foot up nearly a half million dollars— 
public buildings and residences. 

In Atlanta, the number of business houses 
being put up is no less wonderful than the 
numerous residences, from mansion to cottage, 
being rapidly pushed to completion in all 
parts of the city.

Still another business block.

Charles Hopkins, are erecting elegant homes, 
side by side, on the Boulevard, at thecorner of 
Angier avenue. The two residences cover a 
front of 150 feet. 

Mr. H. T. Phillips, of the firm of Phillips & 
Crew, is also building a home on the Boule- 
vard near Cain street, opposite Captain John 
C. Hendrick’s lovely, new residence. 

August May isanother gentleman who has 
chosen the Boulevard asahome site. He is 
erecting a beautiful residence just opposite 
Mr. Charlie Hopkin’s new house.

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Let Us Keep Cool. 

Tue ConstiruTiIon has refrained until 
now, that the elections are over, from 
criticising the attitude of antagonism in 
which certain of Governor Gordon's sup- 
porters have been placing him, in. con- 
nection with the senatorial race, with 
the Farmers’ Alliance. 

The evidences of this antagonism are 
to be found principally in utterances of 
certains papers controlled by these parties, 
and in the policy of those who, in 
avowed advocacy of Governor Gordon’s 
senatorial race, seem doing everything cal- 
culated to create antagonism between 
Governor Gordon and the mass of the 
people who constitute the Farmers’ Al- 
liance. 

When the nominations for the legisla- 
ture and congress were had this year, 
the alliancemen, constituting so great a 
part of the democratic party, turned out 
and defeated the efforts of those who 
were unwilling to conecede to them the 
right to act within the party on a line 
which they believed to be to the best 
public interest. 

Alliancemen fresh from the people in 
‘most of the counties and districts of the 
It was the old fight 
which resulted in Governor Gordon’s 
election as governor, waged over again. 
Then those who made the most noise, 
but who are not the majority of the demo- 
cratic party, were overwhelmed by the 
farmers; and now the farmers, who are 
the vast majority of the white democrats 
of Georgia, in like manner overthrew the 
opposition. Then those of the politicians 
who constituted themselves the democratic 
party of Georgia raised the cry that the 
democracy was in danger. This was not 
true.- The great democracy was all 
right, but the politicians were in grave 
danger. 

In all this contest, no hint of any 
possible breach between Governor Gordon 
and the alliance or its leaders was heard. 
In fact, his sympathies were thought 
and ‘believed to be with them. He was 
reckoned by them as a warm ally, and 
it was openly proclaimed that his atti- 
tude, as then understood, on their pur- 
poses and policies was entirely satisfac- 
tory. The alliance and the governor 
were deemed in perfect accord, and the 
most friendly relations existed between 
him and its leaders. 

It was the element that was sore with 
defeat that was eager for revenge on the 
alliance and its leaders, and who were 
seeking for some leader who was strong 
enough to carry their weight on his 
shoulders, and some issue in which suc- 
cess should mean defeat to the alliance 
and their rehabilitation as a commanding 
feature in state and local politics. 

These gentlemen, therefore, with great 
art sought for means by which they 
might divide the governor from the alli- 
ance. To this end they industriously 
circulated rumors that eertain alliance 
leaders were aspirants for the’ senate. 
Still no breach occurred until in an evil 
hour the governor was prevailed upon to 
announce his emphatic opposition to the 
subtreasury bill, and that no adjustment 
should be possible the organs of the op- 
position to the alliance flooded the state 
with the announcement that Gordon had 
denounced the subtreasury plan, and said 
he would not support the bill if it cost 
him forty elections; yet but a week be- 
fore in his LaGrange speech the gov- 
ernor had taken a very different attitude. 

They had carefully studied the situa- 
. tion, and saw that if they could induce 
the governor, with his wonderful hold on 
the people, to take this extreme posi- 
tion, the alliance would either have to 
fight the governor on this issue, which 
they believed meant its defeat, or by 
faiJing to fight would abandon the _posi- 
tion already taken all over Georgia in 
the congressional campaign and suffer in 
advance all the ‘demoralization of defeat. 
They judged, and we think wisely, that 
if defeated or declining a contest, the 
political influence of the alliance would 
be broken. 

As soon as the alliance showed its 
purpose not to quietly accept this con- 
dition of things, but to fight for their 
financial policy, which was, in fact, the 
distinguishing principle for which the 
alliance was contending, these same 
parties started a campaign of abuse 
against the leaders of the alliance, its 
organ and its plans, all over Georgia, so 
as to further intensify the contest and 
prevent a possible reconciliation between 
the governor and the alliance and the 
consequcnt failure of their plan. Thus 
was precipitated a campaign of bitterness 
based directly in opposition to the  alli- 
ence. 

To this end and with this view they 


state were chosen. 


other questions, men and interests in no 
wise involved “in any issue before the 
people; and they now, with unblushing 
effrontery, charge on others the strife 
which they have brought about and in 
which they have involved a gallant Geor- 
gian so irretrievably that the alliance has 
been forced to antagonize Rim or yield 
its convictions, This, too, when such a 
contest was not sought by the alliance 
or its leaders, and was wholly unneces- 
sary. 

They had everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by forcing a contest between 
the governor and the alliance. The gov- 
ernor, the alliance and every other in- 
terest in the state were moving along in 
perfect harmony, and each and all had 
everything to lose and nothing to gain 
by the disturbance of this status, and by 
anything that would prevent Governor 
Gordon being elected senator as the unan- 
imous choice of all interests and parties. 
Yet, regardless of the perfect peace pre- 
vailing, they inspired discord, and have 
brought about the present strained con- 
dition of affairs which they now charge 
on other persons and interests. 

The people, however, are not to be de- 
Governor Gordon has’ repeatedly 
said, in his Eatonton speech and _ else- 
where, that if he had only maintained 
silence on the subject of the subtreasury 
plan, he would have been unanimously 
elected, and that he knew it when he 
spoke. This answers forever the charge 
that the alliance, its leaders, or any one 
else was seeking to oppose Governor 
Gordon or even to seek occasion of op- 
position by asking an expression of 
opinion from him, and (fixes the re- 
sponsibility for all this troubl@ on those 
who, for their selfish ends, induced the 
governor to depart from the plan which 
he had adopsed—that of conciliation. 

We trust, now that the election for 
members of the legislature has taken 
place, that these gentlemen who have 
been raising this strife will let matters 
alone. What they have done is to be 
much regretted. From best advices the 
alliancemen in the legislature’ will num- 
ber at least 163, largely more than two- 
thirds. All true friends of Governor 
Gordon must see how unfortunate are the 
antagonisms in which he has been  in- 
volved with the alliance, and no one who 
unselfishly wishes for his election will 
wish to see any’ further conflicts with 
any one engendered. 

If any large number of alliancemen, 
less than a majority, really desire his 
defeat they will be eager to seek. aid 
from all quarters, and any further at- 
tacks which the friends of the governor 
make on any person or interest, converts 
that person or interest from a :frienl or 
neutral to an active foe, whose interest 
and inclination will lead them to swell 
the ranks of his opponents. 

Let us have a return to good humored 
methods. When one who advises in 
temper and has a grievance, real or 
financial, to redress, or an ax to grind, 
his advice is liable to be very bad. 


A Tumble in Wheat. 

The late postmaster of the house of repre- 
sentatives has had a brief and most in- 
giorious career. His name is Whteat, and 
he is about the worst wheatof the republl- 
can crop of this year. Had it not been for 
Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, we might not be 
writing his obituary now. Asis well known, 
that gentleman exposed Wheat’s villainies 
and tumbled him out of office. 

But though it was in evidence that this 
postmaster of the house of representatives 
had been pursuing a systematic course of 
swindling; had cheated the government 
from the first day that he entered its service 
and disgraced himself and his party, he was 
whitewashed by Reed and the rest of them, 
and on making restitution of the stolen 
funds was dismissed with a gentle repri- 
mand, 

We can see no difference between Wheat 
and Silcott—except it be that one ran away 
and the other was surprised and caught be- 
fore he had a chance to take the train. 
They are both fit candidates for the peniten- 
tiary, but both have escaped. 

In defense of his crime Wheat charges 
that a democratic postmaster once did the 
same thing; but this was disproved. In 
other words, he is trying to make a right out 
of two wrongs. 

In summing up the record of the present 
session our republican exchanges are lavish 
in their praise of the work which the party 
has accomplished. But in this summing up 
they have overlooked Mr. Wheat’s transac- 
tions, and have ignored Commissioner Raum 
and certain other officials who should go on 
record with the rest of them. The records 
of these men form a part of republican 
history. They should not be consigned to 
oblivion. It is not just tothe party or to 
them.

Colored Men Protest. 

The negroes who reside in the state of 
New York are dissatisfied. They fancy that 
they have a grievance—and a great one— 
against the state and the republican party, 
and they have decided to hold a convention 
in Poughkeepsie some time this month, the 
object of which will be the establishing of 
‘colored reform associations’’ in the assem- 
bly districts of the state. 

An exchange says that “the purport of 
this movementis to mass the colored voters 
ina comprehensive effort to improve their 
political condition.”’ Here is the “‘call’’ for 
the convention: 

Gentlemen, the time has come when we must 
act, and that quickly, for a network is being 
woven around us, and unless we soon arouse our- 
selves we will be hemmed in on all sides. Glance 
for a moment in the dining halls of the hotels and 
gee there, smong the waiters, young men who are 
capable of holding positions of trust. Our wives 
and daughters are receiving an education which 
they are not given an opportunity to use; our 
youths are given trades and are not permitted to 
work at them. Now, the question comes, why do 
not the party, the men whom we have supported 
to a man up to this day, remedy this? What is this 
gift of a $600 or $800 position to a few in compar- 
ison to the welfare and uplifting of the masses? 
Now is the time to act, and by that act place your- 
selves in a position to demand your rights, not 
beg forthem. Therefore, you should place your 
ballot where it will do you and yours the most 
goed. Our heroes fought and fell; we must fight 
and rise. Enslave yourselves no longer with any 
party; divide and commingle with all. 

Such expressions as the above, coming 
from the colored people of the “‘free and lib- 
eral north,’’ will perhaps be surprising to 
many. They are evidently not as_ well off 
as their brethren of the south—‘‘our youths 
are given trades and are not permitted to 
work at them; the party which we have sup- 
ported to a man”’ has thrown us overboard 
and we are left to sink or swim. 

We infer from these sentiments that there 
is a race problem at the north, and that it is 
assuming a graver form than the same prob- 
lem in the south, It is eminently deserving 


of the attention and thoughtful consideration . 


of Mr. Cable and other lecturers who make 
race troubles a specialty, and they might 
ponder it with pr&ft to themselves and the 
parties most concerned. 

But in many respects this protest of the 
colored people of the north is not surprising. 
While they deplore the absence of the rights 
that northern extremists are advocating for 
them in the south; while it is evident that 
they have no privileges at all in the north, 
and are even debarred from working at the 
common trades, it will be seen that their 
main grievance is against the republican 
party, which tothem is a party of unre- 
deemed pledges, which asks their votes and 
has no further use for them after the returns 
are in. 

This political dissatisfaction on the part 
of the negroes is not confined to New York 
alone—it is general—for the negroes of the 
south are breaking out of the republican 
harness and are either voting with the dem- 
ocrats, or not votingat all. They know 
when they have enough. 

We might draw another moral from this 
‘‘manifesto’’ of the republican negroes of 
New York, and it can be givenin a few 
words: ‘*The southern negroes are better 
off in every respect than the negroes of the 
north; they enjoy greater prosperity; they 
have more rights and ‘more liberty. 


Mr. Porter and the Census. 


Mr. Porter, who has undertaken to man- } 


age the present census, is being severely 
criticised by the press in a number of cities. 
The Indianapolis Journal has been the last 
to take up the cudgels against him and his 
enumerators, but it is now engaged in rais- 
ing a lively row on Mr, Harrison’s camping 
ground. 

If it be true, as The Journal charges, that 
the returns are ‘‘muddled,’’ and that seven 
bills out of every ten sent to the office are 
found to be inaccurate or carelessly made 
out, what kind of a census can the people 
hope to get? 

it is charged in many sections that Mr. 
Porter is not equal to the task with which 
he has been entrusted; that he has not ap- 
preciated fully the importance of it, and has 
allowed the census to take care of itself. 

A wail is also going up from the census 
takers, many of whom have not been paid 
for their work. But the excuse is made that 
their work was inefficient, and that their 
figures will not do to swear by. 

This statement alone is an evidence of the 
general inaccuracy of the returns, and un- 
less recounts are ordered in localities where 
the work is as superficial, we will have a 
census which will be utterly worthless to the 
country. . 


On the Right Line. 

THE CONSTITUTION has expressed its views 
on the attitude of Judge Haskell, of South 
Carolina, in regard to the Tillman—which is 
now the democratic—movement in that state, 
Yesterday we commented on the judge's 
manifesto, and endeavored to point out 
wherein we thought he had erred. 

The Charleston News and Courier of 
Wednesday contains aninterview with Colo- 
nel James A. Hoyt, ex-chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of South Carolina, 
in which that gentleman gives his views on 
Judge Haskell’s position, and preaches sound 
democratic doctrine. 

Colonel Hoyt says that he does not agree 
with Judge Haskell, and thinks it suicidal 
for any portion of the democracy to take such 
a position. He is in line with Tue ConstrI- 
tution and The Charleston News and 
Courier in making this statement, and when 
he says that Captain Tillman and his asso- 
ciates ‘were nominated by the democratic 
state convention, regularly convened under 
the lawfully constituted authority of the 
democratic party in the state, and as the 
nominees of the party they should receive 
its Support. Colonel Hoyt says: : 


1 xam fully convinced that the safety and the 


highest interests of our entire people are securely 
linked with the destiny of the democratic party, 
state and national. We cannot disrupt the party 
in South Carolina upon local issues and expect to 
continue it as 4 controlling and united force in 
federal politics, There is too much at stake, not 
only as to the peace and security of our own state, 
but in the great contest which will be waged two 
years hence, when the electoral vote of South 
Carolina will help to decide questions of immeas- 
urable importance compared with the futile aspir- 
ations of the Tillman campaign. | 
This is the right kind of talk, and it should 
be endorsed by every democrat who has the 
welfare of the state at heart. It is what THE 
CONSTITUTION has been endeavoring to im- 


press upon the people of Georgia, South 
Carolina and the whole south. There is no 
safety in dissension and division; the ranks 
of the democracy must be.unbroken, and we 
must march in solid and united strength if 
we would gain the victory. That sentiment: 
“Stand by the nominees!’’ should be the 
9g of our campaigns. 


No Time for Ridicule. 

We have frequently twitted Chicago on 
her tardiness in the matter of the world’s 
fair. There is no doubt that there has been 
much unnecessary delay in the work, and 


much valuable time was lost in wrangling 


over a site. But now that a site has been 
selected—for such is the latest information— 
and a show of work has been made, we are 
willing to bid the people Godspeed, and 
waft them our best wishes for the success of 
the enterprise. 

This does not appear to be the sentiment 
of the entire country, however, and we 
notice that many of our northern exchanges 
are still holding Chicago and the fair up to 
public ridicule. This is wrong. The world 
was laughing at us on account of the delay 
to which the great project was subjected, 
when there seemed to be a probability of its 
going to pieces; but now that the work has 
been commenced, we should not. encourage 
that langhter by lightly considering a 
national enterprise which should be a mat- 
ter of pride to every city in the union. 

The fair does not. belong to Chicago alone; 
the United States are interested in it, and as 
far as they can, the states should unite to 
make it a success. 
Chicago was not the choice of the south; 
but now that she hasit, the south is resigned 
and will doubtless do what she can in the in- 
terest of the great national undertaking. 

This is the proper spirit; we have no de- 
sire to hold this country up as a laughing 
stock for the nations. Let us forgive 
Chicago her sins of the past and encourage 
her in the work of the future. As far as 
the world’s fair is concerned, we share alike 
in her triumph or failure.

Mr. Todd’s majority was given out, and an 
hour or two later was generally known in 
Atlanta.

An Important Meeting Yesterday and Some 
Resolutions ' Adopted.

In addition to the senatorial question, the 
news of which appears in another column, the 
following resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: 

In our opinion the exigencies of the times de- 
mand a thorough revision of ‘common school 
system of the state. Itistime the people should 
take this matter in theirown hands. The working 
of the prisent system is unequal and unjust. We, 
therefore, s tthat wur senators and repre- 
sentatives from this senatorial district demand, at 
the hands of the general assembly : 

1. That experienced teachers be put in charge of 
the state school system. 

2. That unilorm: text books be adopted, and 
books prepared by southern authors given the 
preference. 

3. That the school fund arising from taxes paid 
by the white people shall be appropriated exclu- 
sively for the education of white children, giving 
the colored people the benefit of taxes paid by 
themselves. 

4. That the supreme court be authorized to char- 
ter the white residents of a militia district with full 
power to assess themselves voluntarily for school 
purposes and toelect members of the board of 
education for their district ; that their pro rata of 
the school fund be patcihe and disbursed by them, 
the colored people having the same privilege with 
their fund ;that the school fund be paid per capita 
and not per diem. 

The representatives elect from DeKalb are 
heartily in fayor of these resolutions.

THE ATLANTA ELECTRIC ILLUMI- 
NATING COMPANY ORGANIZED. 


An Extensive Electric Plant to Be Erected 
at Once—OfMicers and Directors Elec- 
ted —- Those Interested. 


Yesterday afternoon at 4 0’clock the gentle- 
men interested in the Atlanta Electric [umi- 
nating Company metin the Red Men's hall, 
corner of Alabama and Broad street.

Clerk Daniels referred the crowd to Perry, 
who was just about toescape from the hall, and 
who in the meantime handed it to Represen- 
tative Nesbitt, Perry ran into the street with 
the mob at his heels. He was caught, and 
some one cried: 

‘Hang him!” 

The cry was taken up and became general. 
The crowd was in earnest, and Perry begged 
for mercy and turned his pockets inside out. 
‘Nesbitt has the bill,” he cried. Nesbitt was 
in the crowd, anda rush was made for him. 
Nesbitt kept ahead of the mob for four blocks; 
then his strength failed him and he sur- 
rendered.

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union has 
a proposition from the East Tennessee Railroad 
Company, through Mr. Kight, of the passenger 
department, for the establishment of such an 
asylum at Indian Springs, but nothing has been 
done so far. It is said that the water of this 
spring will cure the thirst for liquor, and that it 
is impossible for a man to drink whisky and 
Indian Springs water at the same time. 

The legislature appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the practicabilty of establishing an in- 
ebriate asylum, but nothing, so far, has come of it.

TEN MONTHS OF LEGISLATION. 


Nominations Which President Harrison Has 
Sent In. 


WASHINGTON, October 2.—In the ten months 
of the session that closed yesterday, President 
Harrison sent to the senate 3,837 nominations, 
of which all but twelve were confirmed. As 
many of these nominations contained the 
names of more than one person, they repre- 
sented probably 4,500 appointments. Several 
hundred of these were postmasters at offices 
which have become presidential through the 
growth of business. They also include the 
appointments in connection with the census, 
nearly all of which are temporary in their 
nature. 

In the first session of the forty-ninth con- 
gress, which lasted eight months, President 
Cleveland sent to the senate 2,696 nominations.

Comparison of Figures Under Cleveland 
and Harrison. 


WASHINGTON, October 2.—The director of 
the mint saidthis afternoon that the govern- 
ment will buy largely of silver tomorrow, pro- 
vided the offers are satisfactory. 

It is stated at the treasury deverinient that 
the decrease in the bonded debt of the United 
States during the past month, $42,316,240, was 
greater than in any month since the period of 
refunding operations under Secretary Sherman, 
the nearest approach to it being $26,593,830, in 
the month of October, 1888. The decrease 
in the bonded debt for the first 
nineteen months of the present 
administration, has been $205,714,410, an 
average monthly reduction of $10,827,074. The 
decrease for the first nineteen months of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s administration was $76,968,- 
020, an average monthly reduction fof $4,050,- 
948. The total decrease during the four years 
of President Cleveland’s administration was 
$341 ,396,980, an average monthly reduction of 
$7,112,457. ~The foregoing figures relate ex- 
clusively to the bonded debt, and nottoa 
“debt less cash in the treasury’ at various 
dates specified.

THE ATLANTA ELECTRIC ILLUMI- 
NATING COMPANY ORGANIZED. 


An Extensive Electric Plant to Be Erected 
at Once—OfMicers and Wirectors Elec- 
ted — Those Interested. 


Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock the gentle- 
men interested in the Atlanta Electric llumi- 
nating Company metin the Red Men’s hall, 
corner of Alabama and Broad street. 

The meeting was for the purpose of perma- 
nent organization. 

As was stated in yesterday’s paper, the ob- 
ject of the company is to furnish electric 
power for the propelling of machinery and 
also for the purpose of furnishing electric illu- 
mination for private residences oF public 
buildings by an improved system. 

By the system of illumination the consumers 
are charged only for actual consumption, an 
apparatus being provided by which the precise 
time of usage of the lights is registered, the 
same as the amount of gas consumed is meas- 
ured by a gas meter. 

It is easily seen that this feature will make 
electric illumination in residences very popu- 
ular. It will, itis claimed, be fully as cheap 
BS gas.

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union has 
a proposition from the East Tennessee Railroad 
Company, through Mr. Kight, of the passenger 
department, for the establishment of such an 
asylum at Indian Springs, but nothing has been 
done so far. It is said that the water of this 
spring will cure the thirst for liquor, and that it 
is impossible for a man to drink whisky and 
Indian Springs water at the same time. 

The legislature appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate the practicabilty of establishing an in- 
ebriate asylum, but nothing, so far, has come of it.

A LEGISLATOR’S PERIL. 
Chased by a Mgband Compelied to Surren- 


der a Bill. 

Guturir, October 2.—The bill locating the 
permanent capital at Oklahoma City passed 
the upper house of the territorial legislature 
this afternoon and now awaits the signature of 
the governor to become a law. 3 


Before action had been taken on the bill in 


the upper house a motion in the lower house 
to reconsider the action of yesterday was 
adopted. Friends of the measure, however, 
prevailed upon Speaker Daniels to sign the 
bill after the vote of reconsideration, and Rep- 
resentative Perry immediately possessed him- 
self of the measure and was hurrying over to 
the chamber of the upper house to obtain the 
signature of the presiding officer.of that body.

Spectators joined mem- 
bers on the floor, and an attack was made 
upon Speaker Daniels, and it was demanded 
of him, in a peremptory manner, that he see 
to it that the bill was returned to that body. 
Clerk Daniels referred the crowd to Perry, 
who was just about to escape from the hall, and 
who in the meantime handed it to Represen- 
tative Nesbitt. Perry ran into the street with 
the mob athis heels. He was caught, and 
some one cried: 

‘‘Hang him!” 

The cry was taken up and became general. 
The crowd was in earnest, and Perry begged 
for mercy and turned his pockets inside out. 
*‘Nesbitt has the bill,”” he cried. Nesbitt was 
in the crowd, anda rush was made for him. 
Nesbitt kept ahead of the mob for four blocks; 
then his strength failed him and he sur- 
rendered. He was marched back to the hall, 
where he was compelled to deposit the bill on 
the clerk’s desk. 

THE GOVERNOR OBEYS. 

Speaker Daniels took the bill and, accom- 
panied by W. C. Thumpson, of The News, as 
a witness, repaired to the governor’s mansion, 
where, in their presence, the governor erased 
his signature, saying: ‘1 signed this bill under 
& misapprehension.’’ 

In the meantime, Captain Cavenaugh, post 
commander, and United States Marshal 
Grimes appeared in the representative hall 
and calmed the excited crowd, which still de- 
manded the punishment of Perry and Nesbitt.

WASHINGTON, October 2.—In the ten months 
of the session that closed yesterday, President 
Harrison sent to the senate 3,837 nominations, 
of which all but twelve were confirmed. As 
many of these nominations contained the 
names of more than one person, they repre- 
sented probably 4,500 appointments, Several 
hundred of these were postmasters at offices 
which have become presidential through the 
growth of business.

in the bonded debt for the first 
nineteen months of the present } 
administration, has been $205,714,410, an 


average monthly reduction of $10,827,074. The 
decrease for the first nineteen months of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s administration was $76,968,- 
020, an average monthly reduction fof $4,050,- 
948. The total decrease during the four years 
of President Cleveland’s administration was 
$341,396,980, an average monthly reduction of 
$7,112,457. The foregoing figures relate ex- 
clusively to the bonded debt, and not toa 
“debt less cashin the treasury’ at various 
dates specified.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE. 


A Story Which Shows Its Fallibility. 
From The New York Ledger. 

The following narrative, by a distinguished

Yes,” said she, “I’m boss o’ this ranch,and 
Jilkins knows it. If it hadn’t a’ been for me 
he wouldn’t a’ had a bunch 0’ caitle or any- 
thing on four legs.on the range, and Jack Jil- 
kins would a’ been a punchin’ sheep right now 
for a few ‘bits’ a month and his board, and I’d 
been lookin’ at the catfish in the river to cup- 


ply me, without any lard to fry ’em in, either. / 


He was as tricky as one o’ them two-year-olds 
of Baldwin’s when I first had him; he’d be 
goif’ all right, and, first thing you knowed, 
he’d buck and pitch when you warn’t expectin’ 
it, and you'd be nowhere.

If 
he ever does, all I’ve got todo ’mind him o’ 
that mornin’ when he was a-gatherin’ up the 
lines to drive off, and he had to spend the most 
part of the day in fixin’ the things back and 
bein’ sorry he’d said he’d go.

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4 NEW WATER SURVEY 


HALL BROTHERS PRESENT A 
COMPLETE REPORT 


THL 


Of the North Peachtree Stream and Its 
Valuo as a Supply of Water 
for Atlanta. 


The Hall Bros., civil and mining engineers, 
have completed a report of their survey of a 
water way to North Peachtree. 

The paper places the cost at $223,000, 

The Peachtree supply has been one to which 
Mayor Hillyer has been particularly partial, 
and the suryey made was due mainly to his 
efforts. : 

Mr. Hillyer thinks the city should purchase 
land all around the water source, and remove 
from it every building—every fénce—and let it 
grow up again in a natural forest, 

This could then be turned into a park, and 
the purity of the wateratthe point it is se, 
cured couRi be forever assured. ; 

But the report covers the ground fully. 


It reads: 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 2, 1890, Judge George 
flillyer, Chairman Committee on Gravity Water 
Supply, Atianta CityCouncil—Dear Sir: Since mak- 
ing our report on the Soque and Amicolola surveys, 
we have completed our investigations on North 
Peachtree creek as a source of water supply for 
the city of Atlanta, and respectfully submit the 
following: 

REPORT. 

Our surveys have been made with reference toa 
lan given to us by you for investigation, which 
sas follows: 

1. Erect at Grier’s bridge, on North Peachtree 
creek, a dam thirty-five feet high for a sturage 
reservoir. 

2. Erect below this onthe same creek another 
dam forming a second reservoir into which com- 
paratively clear watercan be decanted from the 
first reservoir, arranging the storm water over- 
flow from the first reservoir so that it will dis- 
charge into the creek below the second reservoir, 
and thus leave the waterin the second reservoir 


—unmuddied by freshets. 


3. Construct a gravity conduit from this second 
reservoir to some point near the city where it will 
empty into a service reservoir after being 
filtered, and where a steam plant can be 
Jocated for pumping the water into the city. 

4. This plan contemplates the purchasc, by the 
city, of the entire watershed of North Peachree 
creek above the reservoirs Nos. 1 and 2, sothat 
contamination can be guarded against, and the 
entire watershed can be allowed to reclothe itself- 
with forest, freeing the stream of the mud now 
washed into it from the cultivated flelds, and 
making it as clear as it was when the original 
forest stood unmolested. 

5. This plan, also recognizing the fact that 
North Peachtree wil] not furnisha supply of water 
that will be sufficient for the Atlanta of the 
future, contempiates the location of the service 
resercoir ata — where water from some other 
source can be brought into it either by gravity or 
by pumping, and thus increase the supply when- 
ever the necessity arises for such increase. 

In investigating the feasibility of the above 
len. we find that the water in the creekat 
trier’s bridge is 849 feet above the level, or 201 

feet below the carshed at Atlanta. The water 
supply, or amount flowing into the creek, as e:ti- 
mated by us on the 23d Instant, is 8,000,000 gallons 
per twenty-four hours. Never having seen the 
stream at the time of lowest water, we cannot tay 
what it will afford at. such times, but we are 
informed by parties living in ‘the vicin- 
ity that there are times when the 
stream gets very low, having less tian 
one-half of the water thatit afforded when meas- 
ured by us. We would say, from information 
given us from mill-owners and cthers acquainted 
with the characteristics of the stream, thatin 
very dry seasons the water gets as low as 3,000,000 

ifons per twenty-four hours, butis rarely less 
fhan 4,500,000 gallons, and has a winter and spring 
flow of not less than 8,000,000 gallons, while high 
Bpritig water would be a great deal more. 

The watershed of this creek above Grier’s bridge 
is about 16,009 acres, or twenty-five square miles. 

Avery large proportion of this1s cleared and 
fn @uitivation, consequently the water is very 
muddy, and would need to be filtered until a new 
forest could have time to grow. 

if the city should adopt this stream asa source 
of supply, the watershed should be purchased, if 
it is practicable to do so. This remark applies to 
any other source from which. water may: be ob- 
tained, and in choosing a source, the practicability 
of such a purchase ought to bea very prominent 
consideration. ° 

We find that a dam at Grier’s bridge thirty-five 

feet hich would flood “about three Hundred and 
seventy-five acres of land. Taking the averace 
depth at fifteen feet this would give a reservoir 
with a capacity of ~ 1,842,090,000 Abions. 
tewith - a  imap- showing 
tho forin anc i§ reservoir, drawn on a 
scale of 600 feet to the inch. Ag the annuatrainfall 
In this section is about forty-nine inches,.,and as 
fully thirty inches of this falls in the months {rom 
November ist to May ist, wecan safely say that 
there will be plenty of water to fill a much larger 
reservoir than the one proposed. Thirty inches 
in six months makes an average daily rainfall of 
one-sixth (1-6) of aniuch. About one-half of this 
is taken up by Svaperncne: or absorbed by the 
soil, leaving the other one-half, one-twelfth (1-12) 
of an inch, to fiow off in the stream. This, over an 
area of twenty-five (25) square miles, gives an 
average flow, including fioods, for the six months 
named, of 35,009,000 gallons. Allowing 10,000,000 
of this for city supply, and 2,000,000 gallons for 
evaporation and leakage irom the reservoir. there 
would still be left a daily average of 23,000,600 gal- 
Jons during the six months named for empound- 
ing, making a grand total of 3,150,000,000 gallons 
that could be accumulated from Noveinber 1st to 
May ist. But as the propozed reservoir has a 
capacity of only 1,842,000,000 gallons, there would 
be a surplus Of 1,298,000,000 gallons that would ran 
to wasie through the overflow. However, the 
empounded water in the reservoir would be sufti- 
cient for a six months’ supply of 10,000,600 galions 
per day to the city from May ‘1st to Mewdntier Ist, 
even if the supply running into the reser- 
voir during these n:onths were no more than suf- 
ficient to compensate for leakage andevaporation. 
It will beseen,from the above statement,that the 
city could safely count on 210,000,020 gallon supply 
from North Peachtree creek, if the proposed plan 
weré adopted. It willalso be seen that thereisa 
surplus of winter water that could be empounded 
by making another reservoir or. increasing the 
capacity of the one proposed. This strplus is 
1,298,000,000 gallons, which is a twelve months’ 
daily supply of 3,500,000 gallons, which, added to 
the above, would increase the total supply to 
13,500,000 gallons per dayfor the whole year, 
rovided the nineteen inches of: rainfa!l from 
ay 1st to November ist, is sufficient to compen- 
sate for loss by leakage and evaporation. Again, 
if wetreat the subjectin the ordinary manner 
and base a calculation upon the total annual 
rainfall of forty-nine inches, which isa ten-years’ 
average for this region, we would have the fol- 
lowing results indicating the —— possible 
water supply to be obtained from North Peachtree, 
ifall the water were ecmpounded and none a!- 
lowed to run to waste: 
. Assuming that only one-half of the rainfall 
would run into the stream, the other one-half 
being lost, partly by direct evaporation, and partly 
by following geological strata, that drain into 
other watereheds, we would have the accumula- 
tion from twenty-four and one-half inches overan 
area of twepfty-five square miles, amounting to 
10,395,000,000 gallons. It is possibile that empound- 
ing reservoirs could be constructed for holding 
thisamount of water, in which the aggregate 
water surface would not exceed 1,500 acres, and 
would possibly be considerably less. An annual 
evaporation of sixty inches over a surface of 1,500 
acres would amount to 2,444,000, gallons, and a 
leakage of 1,000,000 gallons per day would amount 
to 365,000,000 gallons. This would make a total an- 
muai loss from leakage andevaporation of|2,809,900, - 
000 gallons, which subtracted from the catch of 
30,395,000,000, would leave 7 ,586,000,000 galions of 
empounded water, giving the city a supply of 20,- 
000,000 gallons per day for the entire year.

WILL SHOW FOR HER. 


An Interesting Talk with Mr. Bunker, the 
General Enumerator—Over $6,000,000 
Invested in Atlauta’s Factories. 


The work of Mr. R. F.. Bunker, special 
enumerator of manufactorics in Atlanta for 
the eleventh census, is beginning to show up 
some handsome results. 

It is obvious from the figures he has accumu- 
lated that Atlantais a great manufacturing 
city. 

He has now been at work on the manufac- 
turers’ census several weeks, and has arrived 
at such figures in his work that show in a way 
that is not:to be mistaken ‘that the ‘industrial 
census is going to give Atlanta a conspicuous 


report among those retarned from the cities in. 


the south. ; ) 

The amount of money invested in manwfac- 
tories in the city, already enumerated by “Mr. 
Bunker, is more than $6,000,000. 

The numberof laborers. employed: by | the 
productive industries, counted up to date, is 
more than 6,000. 

More than $2,500,000 were paid out-as wages 
last yearon these industries that have been 
counted by Mr. Bunker. 

These are significant figures. 

They will reach such a size before the man- 
ufacturers’ census is over as will tell a greater 
story of Atianta’s growth than even the pop- 
ulation census has done. 

THE WORK IS PROGRESSING. 

“T have not finished the census yet by any 
means,’’ said Mr. Bunker to a representative 
of Tux ConsTITuUTION yesterday. 

“The work will require some time yet before 
it has been thoroughly accomplished, and I 
am determined to leave nostone unturned in 
searching for the industrial wealth of Atlanta. 

“I think I have counted all of the largest 
factcries and productive industries in the city, 
but there are many smaller ones around the 
suburbs, and they will now claim my atten- 
tion. It isremarkable to see how many big 
industries Atlanta -has—the industries that 
really count for much in the upbuilding of the 
south.”’ 

“How many factories and industrial institu- 
tions have you enumerated upto date?” he 
was asked. 

“T cannot tell exactly. Ihave not the defi- 
nite figures by me just now. The number, 
however, is larger than any city the size of 
Atlanta in the south, I am satisfied.”’ 

THEY DIDN’T KICK. 

“Among the manufacturers have you had 
any to kick against the questions ?”’ 

“Only two, and they didn’t fully under- 
stand the questions, when they kicked. The 
questions they objected to were those bearing 
upon the capital invested, whether it was 
their own, or whether there was a mortgage 
over the factory. 

‘“‘When I explained to the parties the real 
meaning of these questions, and showed that 
none of the answers would be made public, 
they gracefully acquiesced to the law govern- 
ing the census on that point. 

‘Oh, no, the manufacturers have, as a rule, 
been very considerate of the tediousness of my 
task and have willingly lightened my work 
as farasthey could. Ishail finish the census 
as soon as possible and forward .my report to 
the department at Washington.”’ 

“Does your report up to date cover the elec- 
tric plants and gas works in the city?” 

“No. 
them. A special department has charge of 
them. Then you will see that the figures I 
have quoted you are all the more creditable to 
Atlanta, being enly for factories and Midus- 
tries that sell articles they produce to the out- 
side world. 

““My report will not cover the railroad shops, 
either, and they are great industries that will 
add much to the general report for Atlanta.’’ 

A POPULATION OF LABORERS.

“The census gives the city 67,000,”’ says Mr. 
Bunker, “of which about 13,000 are heads of 
families, and according to the manufacturers’ 
census, there are more than 6,000 of these 
laborers at work in the factories of Atlanta.”

JUSTIFIABLE HOMICIDE. 


THE CORONER'S JURY RELEASES 
CHARLIE BLACKSTOCK. 


The Inquest Yesterday Was Watched with 
Interest—The Dead Boy Was the Ag- 
gressor—The Investigation. 


Justifiable homicide. : 
That is the verdict returned by the coroner’s 


jury in the killing of Marshall Coles by Charlie 


Blackstock. P 

As the public is already aware the killing of 
Coles by Blaekstock, both boys e!even years 
old, occurred Wednesday afternoon. Full par- 
ticulars of the sensational tragedy were printed 
in yesterday's CONSTITUTION. 

Yesterday morning at lio’clock Dr J. C. 
Avary, coroner, impaneled a jury and began 
an inquest upon the body’of the dead negro 
boy. The inquest was held at the home ofthe 
boy’s father. 

A great deal of interest was aroused by the 
killing, and when the inquest was begun there 
was a large crowd of negroes and white people 
collected at the house. The negroes were very 
much excited over the affair, and throughout 
the investigation were zealous in their efforts 
to bring forward all who had any knowledge 
at all of the tragedy. 

Most of the witnessess examined were school 
children, who had been near by when the 
affray octurred. 

After proceeding with the inquest for awhile 
at the dead boy’s late home, the coroner’s jury 
adjourned to the courtroom of Justic Landrum, 
on Decatur street. There the investigation 
was resumed and carried on until late in the 
afternoon. 

The courtroom was overflowing with spec- 
tators, principally negroes and small boys, 
during the entire proceeding. 

The evidence, in the main, corroborated 
Charlie Blackstock’s story as already pub- 
lished, showing that he was justifiable in what 
he did. It was brought out that after knock- 
ing Blackstock down the crowd of negro boys 
followed him across the street, when he got 
up and first attempted to get away. It was 
then that he took out his pocket-knife. and cut 
Coles, who was 01 top of him when he fell, 
and who followed him closest when he tried to 
get away. 

The negro boys present when the cutting 
occurred, who were examined, told about the 
same story as the witnesses whose testimony 
was in Blackstock’s favor, except that they 
neariy all contended that inthe difficulties 
which have taken place recently between the 
pupils of the Davis and Gray street schools, 
the white boys have been most often the 
aggressors. 

After being outa short time the coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict of justifiable homicide, 
and little Blackstock was at once set at lib- 
erty.
